What is claimed is: 

1. Email alert devices comprised ofi 

(a) : an energy source means, local or remote; 

(b) communication means to a local or remote message soiiioe; 

(c) one or more sensible means to alert a p^son that a message hasamved, 

wfa^eby one or a plural of such devices may be placed in various loca ti o n s^ and yibsxi a 
new email arrives to a connected con^uter or other message reownng aBpg raln s, an 
appropriate signal is transmitted to the alert device(s)> ^ch thm oui|iutaO])e or more 

sensible alert. 

2. Email alert devices as recited in claim U fiirth^ comprised of sensible means to provide 
one additional piece of information associated with the message, 

whereby one or a plural of such devices may be placed in various locatkuisk and when a 
new email arrives to a connected conq>uter or other message receiviiv.a|jpttiiilu^ 
appropriate signals are transmitted to the alert device(s), which then ou^wla one or more 
sensible alert(s) and also provide one additional piece of infbrmaiioo, such as the sender's 
identification, type of message, priority, etc 
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3. Emaa alert devices as recited in claim 1, further comprised of one or more means to 
display messages and any attachments or a portion of the messages, 

whereby one or a phiral of such devices may be placed in various locations, and when a 
new email arrives to a connected computer or other message receiving E5)paratus, 
appropriate signals are transmitted to the alert device(s). which then outputs one or more 
sensible alert(s) and also displays (visually, print, and/or by voice, etc.) the message, etc. 

4. Message alert devices comprised ofi 

(a) an energy source means, local or remote; 

(b) commxmication means to a local or remote message source; 

(c) one or more sensible means to alert a person that a message has arrived, 

whereby one or a phwal of such devices may be placed in various locations, and when a 
new message arrives to a connected congniter or othw message receiving ^paratus, an 
appropriate signal is transmitted to the alert device(s), which then outputs one or more 
sensible alert(s). 

5. Message alert devices as recited in claim 6, further con^Mised of sensible means to 
provide one additional piece of infermation associated with the message, 

whereby one or a plural of such devices may be placed in various locations, and when a 
new mess^e arrives to a connected computer or other message receiving apparatus, 
appropriate signals are transmitted to the alert device(s), which then outputs one or more 
sensible alert(s) and also provide one additional piece of information, such as the sender's 
identification, type of message, priority, etc. 

6. Message alfflt devices as recited in claim 6, further comprised of sensible means to 
provide two additional pieces of information associated with the message. 
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whereby one or a plural of such devices may be placed in various locations, and when a 
new message arrives to a connected conqmter or other message receiving apparatus, 
£^ropriate signals are transmitted to the alert device(s), which then outputs one or more 
sensible al6rt(s) and also provides two additional pieces of information, such as the 
sender's identification, type of message, priority, etc. 

7. Message alert devices as recited in claim 6, fUrther coTiq>rised of one or more means to 
display messages and any attachments or a portion of the messages, 

whereby one or a plural of such devices may be placed in various locations, and when a 
new message arrives to a connected conqniter or other message receivmg apparatus^ 
appropriate signals are transmined to the alert device(s), which then outputs one or more 
sensible alert(s) and also displays (visually, print, and/or by voice, etc.) the message, etc. 

S. Mobile devices for alerting users of arriving messages comprised of: 

(a) an energy source means; 

(b) a wireless communication means to a local or remote server or other source; 

(c) one or more sensible means to alen a person that a mess^e has arrived; 

whereby one or a plural of such devices may carried or wom or be placed in varioiis 
locations, and when a message arrives to a remote server, connected computer or other 
message receiving apparatus, impropriate signals are transmitted to the alert devic€(s), 
which then outputs one or more sensible alert(s). 

9. Mobile alert devices as recited in claim 15, further comprised of sensible means to 
provide ot^ additional piece of information associated with the message, 

whereby one or a pltiral of such devices may carried or worn or be placed in various 
locations, and when a message arrives to a remote server, connected computer or other 
message receiving apparatus, appropriate signals are transmitted to the alert device(s). 
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which then outputs one or more sensible alert(s) and also provides an additional piece of 
information, sxich as the sender's identification^ type of message, priority, etc. 

10, Mobile alert devices as recited in claun 1 5, further comprised of sensible means to 
display tte n^sage and any attachments or a portion of the messages, 

whereby one or a plural of such devices may carried or wom or be placed in various 
locations, and when a message arrives to a remote server, connected conqnitcr or other 
message receiving apparatus, ^propriate signals are transmitted to the alert device(s), 
which then outputs one or more sensible alert(s) and also displays (visually, print, and/or 
by voice, etc.). 

1 1 . Alert devices, or functional portions xjecessary thereof as recited in claims 1 througji 
10 for integration into common devices, such as mobile phones^ wired phones, wireless 
phones, PDAs, various mobile devices, MP3s, l^tops, radios, TVs, Web TVs, computers, 
etc., 

whereby such integrated devices may better alert persons to messages and/or better display 
such messages. 
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
